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Important Developments 


Presaged in Refutation 
Of Tillery Identification 


Postoffice Inspector As- 
serts Tillery Named by 
Bunco Men as Fleecer 
of Nations. 


VICTIM’S EARLIER 
CLAIMS CONVINCING 


No Hesitation Shown by 
Nations in First Identi- 
fication—Boykin Denies 
Influence. 


Important developments are ex- 
pected to follow the refutation of 
his identification of Mark Tillery 
by J. A. Nations, Oakfield farmer, 
who took the stand as the star wit- 
ness for the state in the criminal 
division of the superior court Wed- 
nésday and declared that he could 
not identify Tillery as the man who 
fleeced himysof $3,500 and that he 
only identified him in El 
Texas, through a code of signals 
arranged with him by Bert Donald- 
son. “This man, he stated, was an 
attache of Solicitor-General Boy- 
kin’s office. 

Following immediately upon the 
unexpected close of the Tillery trial 
came the revelation from H. N. Gra- 
ham, postoffice inspector, that Til- 
rey was named as the third bunco 
man who took part in the fleecing 
of Nations in confessions made by 
Swifty Klein and Art Young. The 
latter has already entered a plea 
of guilty to his part of the swindle 
and is now serving a sentence of 
one year in the federal penitentiary, 
while Klein will be tried in a few 
days on a similar charge. 

Further, Mr. Graham _pointed out 
that Nations had satisfied the fed- 
eral district attorney, the solicitor- 
general and two grand juries as to 
Tillery’s identity before he started 
on the much-heralded trip to El 
Paso, and that the day before the 
trial Wednesday Nations stated to 
him in the presence of others that 
“he could identify Tillery’s hide in 
a tan yard,” and reiterated that 
Tillery was the man who worked 
with Klein and Young. 

Picked Tillery’s Picture. 

Mr. Graham stated that when the 
federal agents found out from cer- 
tain members of the, confidence 
game that a man by the name of 
J. A. Nations had been swindled out 
of $3,500 that they sent out and got 
him, and that he was given a bunch 
of pictures and without any hesita- 
tion picked out the pictures of Ti)l- 
lery, Young and Klein and made a 
most detailed statement as to the 
methods used!in wetting his money. 

In addition to this the federal in- 
spector stated that he caught Til- 
lery red-handed in the act of tak- 
ing $5,000 from Tom Kite in El 
Paso. He then wired for Nations 
to come to Texas and identify the 
man, and according to Mr. Graham, 
there was absolutely no crooked 
work in the identification unless he, 
himself, two other federal men, and 
the jailer were in criminal collusion 
with Bert Donaldson, who, Tillery 
stated on examination by his at- 
torney, William Schley Howard, had 
arranged a code of signals so that 
he would identify the right man. 


According to Nations, if Tillery 
was brought into the room with 
other men and Nations was asked to 
pick him out, Donaldson, who knew 
Tillery, was to raise his hand to 
his face. 

This action by Donaldson would 
indicate which of the group was Til- 
lery, and would enable Nations to 
identify him. Nations also declared 
that on the way to E! Paso Donald- 
son gave him two photographs of 
Tillery, telling him to study both 
pictures so as to be able to identify 
the prisoner in E] Paso. '

MACON 40 RENEW 
ASSEMBLY BATTLE 
TO GET CAPITAL 


Old Issue to Be Injected 
at Today’s Session of 
Legislature in New 
Measures.

Change Absent Voters’ 
Clause of Law. 


Injection of the capital-removal 
issue in the 1921 general assembly 
was practically assured Thursday 
night when it was learned from 
authentic sources that bills pro- 
posing to remove the capital to 
Macon will be introduced in both 
houses of the legislature at the 
same time when these bodies con- 
vene this morning. 

A bill by Speaker Cecil Neill to 
be introduced Friday calling for 
the adoption of the Australian bal- 
loting system in Georgia will be 
another feature of the day. 

All through the fall of last year 
and the spring of 1921, the Macon 
organization has conducted a steady 
campaign among the old and newly- 
elected legislators to prevent them 
from following in the footsteps of 
their predecessors. And now every- 
thing is ready to stage the great- 
est battle of the association’s his- 
tory, according to Secretary John 
W. Hammond. 

The association is opposed to any 
disposal of the governor’s mansion 
at present, stated Mr. Hammond. In 
presenting the question to the va- 
rious lawmakers, its officials ahve 
asked if they favored improving 
the capitol in Atlanta or disposing 
of the present mansion for another 
without first submitting the re- 
moval issue to the people. 

Atianta Organizing Forces. 

Atlanta will fight the movement 
this year, with the aid of numer- 


ous legislators from different sec- 
tions of the state, just as it has 
in the past. Frank Hooper, promi- 
nent Atlanta attorney, who heads 
this city’s anti-removal committee, 
declared that the bill this year 
stands less chance of passage than 
during any previous session. 

Among the other measures to be 
introduced in the house and senate 
this morning will bea bill by 
Speaker Neill, which would put the 
Australian ballot system in effect 
in Georgia. Senator John H. Jones, 
of the thirty-seventh district, will 
introduce a similar bill in the sen- 
ate.

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TOTAL FARM VALUE 
IN GEORGIA SHOWS 
TREMENDOUS GAIN 


Farm Properties in State 
Worth More Than Dou- 
ble Value Given in 1910 
Report. 


REMARKABLE FIGURES 
RELEASED BY CENSUS 


Total Cultivated Acreage 
Drops, But Georgia 
Stands Second Only to 
Texas in Farm Numbers.

Washington, June 23.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire.)—Althougnh 
there were a million and a half few- 
er acres in Georgia devoted to farms 
in 1920 than in 1910, the value of 
the farm lands and buildings had 
increased from $479,204,332 in 1910 
to $1,140,218,327. The number of 
Georgia farms increased during the 
decade from 291,027 to 310,732. These 
figures were released today by the 
bureau of the census, department of 
commerce. 

In commenting upon the remark- 
able increase in the value of farm 
buildings and lands, the bureau 
takes occasion to call attention to 
the fact that present values are in 
all probability considerably lower 
than they were in 1920. Due al- 
lowance must be made, warns the 
bureau, for the fact that farm val- 
ues in many localities were abnor- 
mally high at the beginning of the 
year 1920, and that present values 
might be considerably less than 
those reported at the time of the 
census. 

The figures prepared by the cen- 
Sus bureau show that Georgia has 
a greater number of farms than any 
state in the union with the excep- 
tion of Texas. They also reveal the 
fact that the south Atlantic states 
contain the greatest number of 
farms of any other’ geographical 
section, while in 1910 the east north 
central states led in this respect. 

Farms in United States. 

The number of farms in the Unit- 
éd States in 1920, according to the 
fourteenth census, Was 6,448,366, as 


compared with 6,361,502 in 1919, 
showing an increase of 1.4 per cent. 


The total area of land in farms in 
1920: was ° 955,676,545 acres, as 
against 878,798,325 acres in 1919, 
showing an increase of 8.7 per cent. 

The value of ai! farms in the 
United States on January 1, 1920, 
(value of land and buildings), was 
$67,795,965,384, as compared with 
$34,801,125,697 on April 15, 1910. The 
increase in the value of farms dur- 
ing the decade was $32,994,839,687, 
or 94.8 per cent. It thus appears 
that while there was Only a slight 
increase in the number of farms bhe- 
tween 1910 and 1920, and an in- 
crease of less than 10 per cent in 
the farm acreage, the value of 
farms nearly doubled.

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ATTACKS VALIDITY 
OF INSPECTION ACT 


Gulf Refining Company 
Complains in Bill in 
Court, Charging Fees 
Are Disproportionate. 


Similar, to attacks made on the 
state oil inspection law in 1920 by 
the Texas company, which is now 
pending in the United States su- 
preme court, the Gulf Refining com- 
pany instituted a bill of complaint 
in the United States district court 
Thursday which would nullify the 
law as being unconstitutional. 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley announced 


that no disposition will be made 
of the case until*the disposition of 
the Texas company case, which 


probably will be argued in the su>’ 
preme court next October. 

The plaintif€ alleges that the iIn- 
spection law is unconstitutional be- 
cause the fees exacted for the in- 
epection are disproportionate to 
the service rendered. Figures were 
given to show that the’ state treas- 
ury has derived enormous amounts 
from the inspection fees. The alleg- 
ed unjust fees are a burden to in- 
terstate commerce, it was declared. 

The plaintif eet forth that it 
brings into the state 2,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline and 700,000 gallons 
of kerosene monthly, and has been 
paying the alleged excess fees ever 
since it began business in thie 
state, in accordance with the law 
which it claims is five or six times 
the cost of inspection. 

Under the law the various inspec- 
tors of the etate deduct their sal- 
ary from fees they collect and for- 
ward the balance to the chief in- 
spector. After all salarigs and ex- 
penses are deducted the remainder 
goes to the treasury. Temporary 
relief was given the Rulf Refining 
eeey Mursday afternoon by 
Judge Sibley, who ordered M. P. 
Ronae, chief inspector to withhold 
all fees collected from the plaintiff, 
after deducting the cost of inspection, 
from the state treasury pending 
trial of the case. Inspector Roane 
Was named custodian of the profits 
and was directed to deposit the 
funds in an Atlanta bank, subject 
to withdrawal only upon the order 
of the caqurt,

ON COTTON NEEDS 
FORMED BY HOUSE 


Vinson Is Georgia Repre- 
sentative on Body Which 
Will Pass on Legisla- 
tion to Aid Growers.

Washington, Jung 23.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wine.)—For the 
purpose of determining just what 
legislation is most needed for the 


protection of cotton growers, a com- 
mittee consisting of one representa- 
tive from each of the coéton grow- 
ing states has been formed and is 
now gathering information on the 
subject prior to the next meeting 
of the committee. 

Carl Vinson, ‘of the tenth Geor- 
gia congressional district, has been 
named as Georgia’s representative 
on the committee, and is now busi- 
ly engaged in gathering expressions 
of opinions from Georgians inter- 
ested in cotton as to just what is 
the best method to proceed. Mr. 
Vinson admits that he has no defi- 
nite legislation prepared but that 
he isina receptive mood for sugges- 
tions which will more adequately 
protect the grower. 

Another meeting of the senators 
representing the cotton growing 
States has already been held and 
they too are endeavoring to per- 
fect some legislation which will af- 
ford relief to the cotton fgrowers. 
It is not improbable that when 
these committees have all their data’ 
well in hand that there will be a 
joint meeting of both bodies, or 
that the two will be consolidated 
into one committee, 

A great many members from the 
cotton growing states are of the 
Opinion that eitherg the New York 
cotton exchange should be abolished 
in toto by some kind of legislation 
or that there should be much more 
stringent regulations for its opera- 
tions. Some members are of the 
opinion that the best method to 
solve the difficulties of the cotton 
grower would be by the establish- 
ment of a federal cotton bureau, 
which would directly represent the 
growers in the sale of their product 
and thereby eliminate the middle 
man. 

With so many and such conflict- 
ing views no legislation has as yet 
been drafted or even proposed ‘and 
each member of the special commit- 
tee is writing letters to various 
people interested in the cotton in- 
dustry to ascertain their Opinion 
pertaining to such legislation.

Final Plans Are Rounded 
for Inauguration—Decks 
Tomorrow to Be Cleared 
for Action. 


Final preparations for the inaug- 
uration and important conferences 
of President Herbert Clay and 
Speaker Cecil Nefl with leaders of 
both houses relative to committee 
appointments, Thursday night indi- 
cated that the ship ,of state will 
be cleared foc action Saturday when 
Governor Hugh M. Dorsey’s ‘final 
message is received and Thomas 
W. Hardwick succeeds him In office. 

While no official announcement 
has been made, it is almost certain 
that the president of the senate has 
decided on the various leaders of 
his committees, and the names re- 
veajed the fact that the representa- 
tion will cover the state like a 
blanket. : 

Senator James R. Thomas, of the 
second district, will be vice chalir- 
man of the rules committee, which 
is considered the second most im- 
portant post in the senate, ranking 
next to the office of the president 
in influence. 

Mills is Slated. 

As chairman of the agricultura) 
committee, Senator Jim Mills, of 
the twenty-sixth district, will be 
appointed, according to reliable re- 
ports. Mr. Mills has long been iden- 
tified with agricultural work in 
Georgia, being president of the 
state farmers’ union, and his ex- 
perience will make him well qual- 
ified for the chairmanship. 

Senator Ben Walker, of the eigh- 
teenth district, is considered the 
next head of either the appropria- 
tions or finance committee. For 
many years Mr. Walker has been 
recognized as a conservative and 
successful business man, and has 
been a cloSe student of the state’s 
financial affairs. 

The committee on education wil! 
be headed by Senator E. W. Childs, 
of the twelfth district, it is stated. 
Senator lL. B. Akin probably wil! 
head the committee on banks and 
banking. 

Decisions Pending. 

Decision on the other chairman- 
ships has not been reached by Pres- 
ident Clay, but it is known he has 
several senators under considera- 
tion for,each place, and will have 
his list completed by Tuesday morn- 
ing, if possible. The membership 
of each committee will be “com- 
posed of men best suited for the 
required work,” said Mr. Clay, and 
each section of the state will be 
represented, he added. 

Speaker Neill- has not yet an- 
nounced his probable _ selections. 
but it is understood he will do sO 
after conference today. 

Attorney-General-elect George M. 
Napier is expected to g0 into of- 
fice tomorrow with the governor- 
elect, the general assembly having 
passed a joint resolution declaring 
him elected and requesting the 
governor to issue him a commis- 
sion. Attorney-General] R. A. Den- 
ny will hand his resignation to 
Governor Hardwick immediately 
after the inauguration, and. Mr. 
Napier’s commission then will be 
issued. 

‘ Discusses Finances. 

Governor Dorsey’s final message 
makes a careful review of the 
State’s financial condition. sug- 
gests various methods of bringing 
relief, cites a large number of

FREEDOM FOR IRELAND 
FAVORED BY GOMPERS 


| He Challenges Critics of 


Character or Adminis- 
tration, But Will Not 
Stoop to Beg Votes. _ 


Denver, Colo., June 23.—Samuel 
Gompers, his position as head of 
the American Federation of’ Labor 
threatened, started to fight back 
Thursday -night. 

The veteran labor leader, who is 
being strongly attacked by forces 
led by John L. Lewis, took the floor 
of the convention here and denounc- 
ed his accusers, challenging any 
man to say a word against his char- 
acter or administration of labor af- 
fairs. 

The challenge was unanswered. 

Gompers took the floor at the re- 
quest of Delegate J. A. McQuire, of 
San Francisco, who asked that the 
president make a statement regard- 
ing his attitude on the -Irish ques- 
tion. 

Denounces Hearst. 

After making plain that he fa- 
vored freedom for Ireland and had 
worked hard to bring akhout recog- 
nition of the Irish republic, as in- 
structed. by the last convention of 
the federation, Gompers then launch- 
ed a bitter denunciation of William 
Randolph Hearst, who has recently 
attacked him. 

The president’s declarations were 
received with prolonged applause 
and deafening cheers. 

“Since my connection. with the 
labor movement,” he said, “there has 
pever been_a time when my sym- 
pathies and convictions did not co- 
operate with the Irish people, in 
Ireland.” 

Gompers spoke of his close ac- 
quaintance with the leaders in the 
home rule movement. 

“I never went to Europe that I 
did not visit Ireland and pay hom- 
age to the martyrs and heroes of 
Ireland who died in defense of their 
country. 

“I decided when Irish people in 
Ireland had spoken that I would 
recognize their voice above that of 
the Irishmen in the United States. 
By the time of our Atlantic City 
convention, I realized that the Irish 
within Ireland ha@ spoken, and the 
declarations of our conventions 
have showtr that we recognize that 
voice.” 

“Cannot Free Ireland.”

A special election,to be called by 
the Atlanta counct!] in which a ma- 
jority vote of Atlanta citizens is 
cast in favor of assuming the bond- 
ed indebtednéss of Kirkwood — 
about $140,000. 

The council] first passed a resolp- 
tion requesting the Fulton and Dee 
Kalb delegations to introduce the 
measure in the general assembly 
submitting the matter of the am- 
nexation to the action of Kirk- 
wood’s qualified voters. 

Then separafely a long -list of 
demands which Mayor T. J. Bryan, 
of Kirkwood, has made on Atlanta 
as conditions under which Kirk- 
wood would be willing to merge 
with this city, were.introduced and 
after more than an hour’s debate. 
as they were called up item by 
item, they were accepted in their 
entirety, except the section re- 
questing Atlanta to assume the 
municipality's bonded indebtedness. 
With this exception the members 
voted to recommend that the 1922 
council adopt the demands.

“Only a grafter, a crooked law- 
yer, and a rag-tag, bob-tailed poli- 
tician. 

“Is there a respectable trade un- 
ionist who rises against me?’ 

Calls Hearst Traitor, 


Gompers again referred to Hearst 
as a “traitor to America and a 


traitor to humanity, and the lick- 
spittle of the kaiser during the 
war. 

Hearst’s enmity was due, Gomp- 
ers said, to the fact that he would 
not support the Hearst campaign 
for the presidency. 

“He wanted to chain me to his 
mad chariot for the presidency— 
and I couldn’t see him,” Gompers 
said. 

Another reason for the enmity 
was his desire to keep American 
troops out of Mexico against the 
wishes of Hearst, the speaker de- 
clared. 

“Hearst can find no confidence 
at home or respect elsewhere,” the 
veteran labor leader declared. 

Won't Ask Support. 

Gompers said he answered one of 
Hearst’s attacks. “But I= should 
have known it would not penetrate 
his rhinoceros hide of hypocrisy.” 

Gompers explained his attitude

A measure designed to amend the 
absent voter's clause in the present 
election laws also will be intTo- 
duced during the day, it was stated 
list night.

Lankford, of Toombs, is sponsoring 
a bill in the form of a constitu- 
tional amendment which would 


abolish the offices of solicitors-gen- 
eral throughout the state, and es- 
tablish instead county attorneys. 

“Under the present system,” said 
Mr. Lankford, “the solicitor general 
jumps from county to county in the 
prosecution of numberless cases. It 
is impossible for them to handle 
the cases as they should be prose- 
cuted. Then there are solicitors of 
the city courts and attorneys of 
the county boards. My bill would 
place all these duties under one 
county prosecuting attorney. 

Representative Vocelle, of Cam- 
den county also is expected to intro- 
duce his measure asking for an 
appropriation of $25,000 to be used 
by the state health department in 
eradicating malaria. In sddition to 
these measures others probably 
will be introduced, despite the fact 
the committees in both houses have 
not yet been appointed. 

Senaor L. Brown, of the fif- 
tieth district, 
joint resolution calling for an in- 
vestigation of the department of 
agriculture will be introduced Wed- 
nesday and Thursday of next week. 
A counter resolution asking for an 
investigation of the state college 
of agriculture is expected to follow 
on the heels of the Brown measure.

A platoon of 
police, commanded by Chief-of- 
Police James L. Beavers, wil] pre- 
cede the escort and conduct the 
inaugural party down Peachtree 
and Whitehall to Mitchel] street to 
the capitol. 

General Nash will follow, astride 
a horse, just behind the police. The 
Moultrie band will come next and 
then will follow members of Thé@o- 
dore Roosevelt and Fitzhugh Lee 
camps of Spanish War Veterans and 
those who fought in the world war. 

Officials to Follow. 


The official party will follow, pre- 
ceding Governor-elect Hardwick, rid- 
ing in an automobile; William J. 
\ ereen, chairman of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee; Justice 
Roscoe Luke, of the court of appeals. 
who will daminister tne oath of of- 
fice, and Rev. W. W. Memminger. 
rector of All Saints’ church, who 
will deliver th@ invocation, and 
Judge G. H. Howard,’ will be in a 
second car. 

Members of the joint committee 
On inaugural preparations from 
both houses will follow in another 
car. A drum corps or band will be 
next in order, preceding a citizens’ 
unit, headed by Mayor Key and 
members of the city government.

Resolution On Napier. 

It required just about three min- 
utes yesterday for the legislature 
to straighten out the tangled situ- 
ation in respect to the next attor- 
ney-general, and to make a way 
for Mr. Napier to qualify and go 
into office. 

A joint resolution was 
through in the senate, and 
concurred in by the house, calling 
on the secretary of state to tramns- 
mit the returns on that election to 
the senate and, dlong with the re- 
turns from the other state house 
elections, those were canvased by 
the joint session of the assembly, 
the reeult certified by the legisla- 
ture to the governor and that cer- 
tification accompanied by a resolu- 
tion calling on the governor to is- 
sue to Mr. Napier a commission. 

This means tomorrow he will be 
able to qualify for the office, and 
can go into service at once, thus 
taking office simultaneously with 
Governor Hardwick. 

The sum total of the session for 
both branches was the joint session 
for consolidation of the election re- 
turns and declaration of the official 
results, a necesSary and tedious pro- 
ceeding which alWays occupies the 
second day of the legislative session 
biennially. 

Results Are Given. 


Canvassed by a committee of tel- 
lers composed of Senator Dan Wall, 
of the fifth; Senator Bellah, of the 
forty-second; Representative Valen- 
tino, of Chatham; Representative 
Holloway, of Fulton, and Represen- 
tative Johnson, of Pickens, the fol- 
lowing results were announced:

The joint session was enlivened 
by the reading of a contest brought 
by H. B. Baylor, the “Count of. San 
Soucci Castle, Atlanta, Ga.,” against 
Mr. Hardwick for governor, the 
contest papers having been properly 
attested and filed in the executive 
department November 6, 1920, in 
which the contestee declares there 
was fraud in that his name was 
not on the ballot used at the poles 
anywhere in the state, although he 
knows it was on the official form 
which was sent out from the ex- 
ecutive department. For that rea- 
son, he declared, all the votes re- 
ceived by Mr. Hardwick were fraud- 
ulent, and that the only “honest 
democratic Votes” were those fre- 
ceived by the contestee. He charg- 
ed, further, that Mr. Hardwick’s 
name had no right on the demo- 
cratic ballot “because he isn’t a 
democrat,” and asserted it was put 
on the ticket “by populist members 
who had been erroneously placed 
on the democratic committee.” 

No serious attention, of course. 
was given to the so-called contest 
papers, but, in order to properly 
dispose of the matter, 
B. Jackson offered a motion that 
“action on this matter be indefinite-

before Secretary of the Navy Denby,

But the case will be disposed of 
shortly, Denby has announced He 
will see Sims again Friday and 
probably will announce his decision 
Friday. afternoon. In the meantime, 
the secretary has ordered Sims to 
remain in Washington. 

Sims submitted a formal state- 
ment Thursday of the circumstances 
attending his London remarks on 
the irish question. This was ne | 
upon the order of Secretary Denby. 
The instructionB were issued when 
Sims reported personally to the sec- 
retary, in accordance with.the order 
which Denby cabled to London. 

After a short conference between 
Sims and the secretary, the latter 
announced the admiral had explain- 


ed he was inaccurately quoted in 
dispatches reporting his London 
Speech, Denby, thereupon, asked 
the ‘olficer to present a written 
statement, explaining in what man- 
ner he was misquoted and telling, 
so far as possibie, what he actualiy 
did say. . 

Denvy stipulated that he wanted 
an early reply. He got it. Within 
an hour or two atterward Sims 
submitted a written memorandum 
on the situation. It is presumed 
that in the admiral’s reply he re- 
iterated that ‘the printed dispatches 
of his speech were not accurate and 
cited specific instances. 

The situation has assumed unique 
aspects, The furor over Sims arose 
over newspaper dispatches quoting 
hig “jackass’ speech With Sims 
declaring that he was misquoted, 
the question arises ag to whether 
Denby -will dismiss the incident, on 
the word of Sims, or whether he 
will attempt an investigation ‘of 
his own to determine the nature of 
the admiral’s remarks. 

Denby declined Thursday to @is- 
cuss any feature of the situation. 
Beyond saying that Sims had claim- 
ed he was misquoted, and that a 
decision probably would. be _  an- 
nounced following another talk with 
Sims.

'“Yes, and I know mine, too,” Den- 
by replied, and the interview was 
ended.

In a statement made yesterday to 
the general assembly, Pension Com- 


missioner John Lindsey calculated 
that a total of $2,300,000 will have to 
be appropriated to pay 25,255 pen- 
sioners for 1922, at the rate of $250 
each, and the fees to ordinaries for 
distributing the money. This makes 
no calculation for any deficiency 
that may occur, so was the case last 
year. For 1923 there will be 13,601 
peAsioners, to be paid $175 each, un- 
der the provisions of the existing 
law, which assesses every pension 
automatically $25 a year. These 
will —_—. an appropriation of 
$2,400,000. 

His statement shows the deficien- 
cies now existing on. the current 
year’s pension lists are: 

To pay increases of $25 and $15, 
not appropriated, for 1921, 362°.pen- 
sioners on the “old rolls, ” $285,000. 
To pay 5,366 “new pensioners” for 
1921, with the increase of $25,675, 
making a total of $960,000. On 
that total a credit is taken by the 
commissioner as “less the balance of 
appropriation for 1921 of $190,072, 
leaving an actual deficiency now 
standing of $351,928, which he asks 
be immediately appropriated and 
made available in order that. all the 
due * pensions for 1921 may be 


cleared up. 
“New” Pension Law. 


Commenting on the pension situa- 
tion, which has fallen further be- 
hind this year brose ever in the past, 

oOmmissioner ndsey says: 
vs It will be observed that while the general 
assembly, in 1919, passed the new pension 
law, admitting to the pension rolls all those 
who had been excluded before t time— 
removing the $1,500 property clause, and in- 
cluding widows whose marriage took place 
after 1870 and before 1881—that general 
assembly made the appropriation for 1920- 
1921 based only on the number then on the 
‘‘old’’ rolls, and left those who might be 
admitted to the rolls under the ‘‘new’” law 
to be provided for by the general assembly 
in 1920, when the —* to be paid would 
have been ascertained. 

When the general assembly convened in 
1920, the commissioner of pensions eub- 
mitted his report, through the governor, 
showing that 4,470 applications, madé under 
the “new’’ law, had been approved, to be 
paid first in 1920, and asking that pro- 
vision te pay them for 1920 should be made, 
The general assembly promptly appropriated 
$475,000 to pay them fof 1920, but provided 
no money to make the payment, relying 
on the appropriation of $1,250,000, which 
was made in 1919, to be sufficient for. both 
the “old” rolls and the ‘‘new’’ rolls, when, 
in- fact, it required $1,254,166.70 to pay the 
‘old’? rollg alone. That general assembly 
also made an additional appropriation of 
25,000 to complete the payment of. the 
‘old’? rolls for 1920, and to pay the ordi- 
naries their fees for the 1920 pension work. 

Must Be Paid for 1920. 

The final statement for 1920 cannot be 
made until] the money is available and all 
the pensioners, both ‘‘old’’ and ‘‘new,’’ and 
the ordinaries, have been paid for 1920. 

The general assembly, in 1920, passed a 
bill increasing the annual pension of all 
those who had been paid $90, or over in‘ 
1920, $25, and 4&1 those paid less than $90, 
$15, the increases to become operative Jan- 
nary 1, 1921. But no provision was made 
to pay the increases for 1921. Therefore, 
as shown by statement submitted, there are 
5,366 of the ‘‘new’’ class to be provided 
for and to pay for 1921, which will require 
$675,000 to pay. 

The usual appropriation of $1,250,000 be- 
ing insufficient to pay the ‘‘old’’ rolls with 
the increases, they have not been included 
in the payment being made to the 11,562 
pensioners on the ‘‘old’’ rolis. It will re- 
quire $285,000 to complete the payment to 
them for 1921. 

The deficiency for 1921 will be $960,000, 
less the balance of the appropriation, $108,- 
072, for 1921, making the net efficiency 
which will be required to pay all pensions 
due for 1921, $851,928. 

The appropriations asked to be made for 
1922-1923 are based upon estimates. 

Of all the years of my connection with 
the pension office, the past and present 
years have been the most strenvons and dis- 
appointing, and everything possible should 
be done to avoid a repetition of the condition 
that has existed so far this year.

Major 
Pendleton, in his letter, said that 
the petition was “as ridiculoug as 
it is selfish.” 

The petition was further attacked 
by the major on the grounds that 
such a cash bonus. would “make 
loafers” out of every one of the sol- 
diers, and deelared that “not a man 
among them is entitled to a cash 
bonus.” 

Following is the protesting state- 
ment submitted from the disabled 
soldier-students, in part: 

“We want to know why Major 
Pendleton opposes a bonus for serv- 
ice men who are disabled, badly in 
need of funds and unable to get 
them from any source other than 
the bonus. 

“With reference to his statement 
that the bonus would make loafers 
of us all, we submit that-it might 
cause some few men to quit work 
and ‘blow in’ their money thus ob- 
tained, but we contend that the rank 
and file of disabled soldiers are men 
who occupied positions just as re- 
sponsible as that of Major Pendle- 
ton prior to the war, and we further 
contend that he is doing us a great 
injustice in thus wilfully exagger- 
ating the situation. 

“He states that not a man of us 
deserves a bonus. We would Hke 
to know if Major Pendleton is finan- 
cially situated as many.of us are— 
that is if he is practically penniless 
and has dependents who make it 
necessary for him to closely guard 
his outlay of every nickel. 

“We gave up our positions and 
volunteered to fight for our ooun- 
try. If we are not deserving of con- 
sideration by our country in return, 
then we admit that Major Pendle- 
ton is right.” :

The capital stock and surplus amounts to $2,200,000.

New York June 23.—The stock 
exchange today proved indifferent 
to announcement of a reduced dis- 
count rate by the Bank of England. 
Reactionary forces again dominated 
and many new low records were es- 
tablished. 

Foremost amonst 
United States Steel, 
Republic Iron, several junior mo- 
tors and their subsidiaries, Ameri- 
can International, Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical, common and pre- 
ferred, Industrial Alcohol and Sears- 
Roebuck. 

Domestic developments, including 
additional dividend omissions and 
curtailment of production in Dasic 
industries, encouraged the shorts to 
increase their commitments through- 
out the list. Extreme recessions 
in steels, equipments, motors, oils 
and affiliated specialties ran from 
1 to 5 points. 

In the more obscure stocks and 
among rails, losses of 1 to 3 points 
Were partly retrieved on the short 
covering of the final hour. United 
States Steel made upall but a frac- 
tion of its decline, but Mexican Pe- 
troleum. stpOngest of the leaders, 
forfeited the greater part of its 3- 
point gain. 

The money market was feature- 
less, all call loans being made at 0 
per cent, with no charge In time 
rates. International remittances 
evinced further reactionary tenden- 
cies. Dutch, Italian, Danish and 
Greek bills were most unsettled®at 
losses of 15 to 25 points.

HARVEST DELAYS 
SUSTAIN WHEAI 


Chicago, June 23.—Crop deteriora- 
tion northwest and nervest delays 
southwest had a bullish influence on 
the wheat market today. Prices 
closed strong; 1 to 1-3 cents high- 


er with July $1.30 3-4 to $1.31, and 
September $1.23 3-4 to $1.24 Corn 
lost 5-8 to 7-8 cents, and oats 3-8 
to 5-8 cents. In provisions the out- 
come was unchanged to 7 cents 
higher. 

Attention of wheat traders was 
directed chiefly to the effects of 
drought and excessive heat in the 
spring crop belt and to unwelcome 
rain in the region where the har- 
vest in the winter crop is in prog- 
ress. As a result the July-Septem- 
ber difference in price showed a 
tendency to widen at times owing 
to commission house buying of July 
and selling of September. The gen- 
upward tendency of the mar- 
ket meanwhile was |. encouraged 
somewhat by gossip that Germany 
had taken two million bushels of 
wheat in the last few days on three 
month credit—three English and 
Dutch banks. It was said also that 
Japan purchased five hundred hush- 
els of wheat on the Pacific coast. 
With pits short covering at the 
last prices closed at the highest 
point of the day. 

Evidence that stocks of corn were 
piling up and failing to find an ade- 
quate outlet resulted in considera- 
ble selling pressure on corn and 
oats. Indications of some export 
demand rallied the provision market 
from declines due to lower quota- 
tions on hogs.

COTTON OUTLOOK 
UNSATISFACTORY 


Drought, With High Tem- 
peratures and Weevil Ac- 
tivity, Very Unpromis- 
ing, Says Crop Bulletin. 


Washington, June 23.—Cotton is 
generally well cultivated, with little 
or no complaint of grassy fields, 
but its general condition continues 
unsatisfactory, the National Weath- 
er and Crop Bulletin declared today. 
Temperatures averaged above nor- 
mal during the week throughout 
most of the belt but rainfall was 
of a very local character. 

The eastern portion of the, cotton 
area had some good rains, the bul- 
letin said, but in others the falls 
were light and insufficient to re- 
lieve the drought. Cotton made 
rapid growth in Texas, Louisiana, 
and Arkansas, while the advance 
was mostly good in Oklahoma, al- 
though the crop was considerably 
later than the average. Progress 
was reported only poor to fair in 
Alabama and Mississipp! and there 
was a slight improvement in Geor- 
gia and North and South Carolina. 

Weevil activity was rather wide- 
spread during the week. the reports 
showed, with damage increasing in 
Georgia and Texas. They also we-e 
reported in southeastern Tennessee.

The Campbell-Willis bill it seems 
certain will be on the statute books 
before the regulations under which 
beer might be prescribed can be 
issued from the treasury depart- 
ment. It is to be rushed through 
the house after it has been given 
the privilege of immediate consid- 
eration by the rules committee. The 
committee already has promised to 
do this.

T0 ASK AUTHORITY 
+ FOR BOND VALIDATION 


Legislation asking authority for 
validation of Atlanta’s “baby bonds” 
for street improvement, will be ask- 
ed of the Georgia general assem- 
bly. The request was approved by 
city council Thursday afternoon. 

Under an act passed by the legis- 
lature municipalities of 150,000 pop- 
ulation or more, may issue street 
improvement bonds on a two-thirds 
vote of its governing body without 
submitting the matter to a two- 
thirds vote of the qualified voters. 

The baby bonds are limited to a 
term not to exceed ten years. The 
amount is to be limited to tl 
amount assessed by the municipalif} 
on each improvement. Baby bonds 
are to be issued only for grading 
and paving or repaving. Interest 
is not to exceed 6 per cent. The 
bonds may be issued without regard 
to the amount of outstanding debts 
or bonds already issued. No bonds 
may be issued for street improve- 
ment except on petition of at least 
fifty-one per cent of the abutting 
property owners. 

Validation of the bonds, it is 
thought, will insure their more 
ready sale on the market.
